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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 17, 19, 20, 
22-32 are allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a process for polymerization of olefin monomers 
comprising performing said polymerization in a polymerization reactor in the presence of a 

supported polymerization catalyst wherein prior to injection into the reactor, said polymerization 
catalyst in the form of a powder is contacted with an inert hydrocarbon liquid in a quantity 
sufficient to maintain said catalyst in powder form and wherein the inert hydrocarbon liquid is a 
lower alkane and is present in an amount up to about 10 % of the pore volume of the support; see 
claims for fiiU details. 

Gauthier et al. (U.S. 6,777,366) teaches a process for making supported olefin 
polymerization catalyts having improved shelf-Ufe and prolonged catalyst activity comprising 
the step of washing the supported catalyst with hexane. After final dilution in mineral oil, 
catalysts arc isolated and used as a solids slurry. Clearly, the reference does not teach treatment 
of supported catalyst with lower alkane in an amount of up to about 1 0 % of the pore volume of 
the support. 

Speca et al. (U.S. 5,688,734) teaches a process for polymerization of olefin in the 
presence of a supported catalyst treated with a volume of hexane that is between 0.5 to 1 times 
the pore volume of the supported catalyst. The reference does not teach or render obvious the 
claimed process in which supported catalyst is treated with lower alkane in an amount of up to 
about 10 % of the pore volume of the support. 

Brant et al. (WO 96/34020) teaches treatment of a supported catalyst with an inert 
hydrocarbon component comprising poly(/7-methylstyrene) dissolved in pentane. Subsequent 
removal of pentane in vacuo results in formation of coated supported catalyst. 
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Jacobsen et al. (U.S. 7,528,090; WO 2005/019274) teaches treatment of catalyst support 
material with an inert Cs-Cg hydrocarbon liquid at 0.01 to 2 times the pore volume of the support 
material in which treatment is carried out prior to contact of porous support with other catalyst 
components. In contrast, the present invention is drawn to treatment of supported catalyst, which 
contains all catalyst components, with inert lower alkane at less than 10 % of pore volume. 
Thus, it is deemed that the claimed process is patentably distinct over that of the prior art. 

Kamfjord et a\. (Macromol. Rapid. Commim., 1998, 19(10), 505-509) teaches preparation 
of supported catalyst by impregnation of support with a 1-hexene solution of metallocene. In 
this case, 1-hexene is not a lower alkane.
